The Time for Action is 
at Hand. 


‘A Few More Speeches and Some 
Amendments, 


Leading Probably to a Vote by 
Next Saturday. 


The Congressmen Now Eager to 


Return Home. 


Free Coinage Men Expect No Favors for Sil- 
ver—Senator Sherman and the Bonds— 
The Chinese Exclusion Bill 
May Go Over. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The arguments ad- 
vanced by the administration Demo- 
cratic leaders, which caused such a sud- 
den about-face in the position of the 
anti-repeal Democrats yesterday, were 
that, up to the present time, they had 
by no act-given countenance to filibus- 
tering, had ntade no speeches for de- 
lay, and had come to the front and 
helped make a quordm during the long 
night sessions. To continue the fight 
longer, they must take an active part 
in filibustering, which, it was urged, 
with the record they had made, they 
could not afford to do. Such a course 
would orfly result in giving the Demo- 
cratic party a very black eye, as it 
would appear that their course was 
prompted by a desire to defeat the ad- 
ministration measure already indorsed 
by the Democratic House. 

They were informed that they would 
not have a corporal’s guard with them 


-in such a course, and that the party 


could not be held responsible for any 
such disgrace as it would bring on the 
Senate. This had the desired effect. 

President Cleveland is very much 
gratified at the turn affairs have taken 
in the Senate, though he has believed all 
along that the unconditional repeal bill 
would .pass. The President will have 
no te am to make as to adjourn- 
ment or a recess after Congress passes 
the repeal bill, though he is anxious to 
have the bill extending the time in 
which Chinamen could register pass be- 
fore the dissolution of Congress. The 
impression at the White House is that 
no message will be sent in until the 
regular session in December. 

No quorum was present at the open- 
ing of the Senate this morning, but the 
silver men paid no attention to the 
fact, and did not, as heretofore, demand 
the legal number before proceeding 
to business. 

There was a general air of relief that 
the long struggle was over, and this 
extended even to the silver men. them- 
selves. Some doubts were expressed as 
to whether a vote would be reached on 
the bill as soon as was expected, as it 
is found that more of the amendments 
of which notice has been given will 


| actually be introduced than were looked 


for. Some of these will doubtless give 
rise to considerable debate. 

The silver men count on getting 
more votes for some of these amend- 
ments than on the vote on the bill if- 
self. Senators Faulkner, Squire and 
Quay have amendments, which meet 
with the most favor. The 20 to 1 and 
16 to 1 coinage amendments, it is ex- 
pected, will catch a number of votes, 
which will finally be cast in favor of 
repeal, especially the 16 to 1 ratio, 
where the Populists are concerned. 

There is some talk to the effect that 
the Republican  repealers will unite 
with the silver men on some one of the 
amendments, and put it through, but 
in such case it is likely to lose as 
many anti-repeal Democrats as it will 
gain of Republicans. 

Representative Bland, the great free- 
coinage champion of the House, gave 
up all hope this morning. He had just 
returned from the Senate, where he 
had been conferring with the silver 
leaders. e said to an Associated 
Press reporter that he “had no idea 
that any further effort would be made 
to prevent a vote on the Voorhees bill 
in the Senate; that speeches would be 
made, and, when completed, a vote 
would come. 

He was asked what would be done 
when the bill came over to the House. 
He replied: “I am, of course, opposed 
to that bill, and to all compromises 
that do not recognize silver as money. 
The bill ought to be referred to the 
Coinage Committee, but, being a House 
bill, it can be taken from the Speaker's 
table and the Senate amendments be 
concurred in without reference to the 
committee.”’ 

Mr. Bland was asked if the silver 


a quorum. “Oh, yes,’’ he replied, “they 
will have to have their quorum here 
to pass the bill. 

The prospect at the olose of the ses- 
sion of the Senate, this evening, was 
favorable to voting on the amendments 
to the repeal bill by Friday. Senator 
Jones will conclude his speech tomor- 
row, and Senatorg Teller, Martin, Allen 
and Stewart each desire to talk. So far 
as is learned, there will be no other 
speeches, and when the last of these is 
concluded voting will be the next thing 
in order. Later inquiry confirms the 
prediction heretofore made that some 
amendments will receive sufficient votes 
to assure their adoption, but possibly 
none of them will receive such a vote 
as will be recorded in opposition to the 
dill. 

“The reason for this is~found in the 
fact that the silver men do not expect 
any of the amendments to carry, and, 
therefore, consider it unnecessary to at- 
tempt to have any of them adopted. 


The majority of the free coinage men 
are of the opinion that notning can be 


‘men would force the repealers to have ‘ 


agreed upon that would be advant4- 
geous to silver, and many of them an- 
nounce their intention of voting only 
for the free coinage amendment and 
of giving no countenance to any of the 
other amendments. 

The Republicans have abandoned all 
idea of introducing an amendment as a 
party measure. Senator Sherman thinks 
authority should be given for an issue 
of bonds, but sees difficulty in get- 
ting such 4 provision through at this 
time, and will, in all probability, not 
attempt it. 

It is believed that if the’ amendments 
can be taken up early on Friday a 
final vote can be reached by Saturday, 
and the bill be sent to the House for 
action. When the House shall have 
acted upon the bill, there is very lit- 
tle doubt, now, that an adjournment 
will be taken. So general is the desire 
on the part of the members to get 
away that it would be next to impossi- 
ble to hold a quorum of either House 
in Washington, even should it be at- 
tempted. 

At one time it was believed there 
would be an effort to pass the bill for 
an extension of the Chinese Exclusion 
Act, but the probability is averted. Sen- 
ator Perkins of California has asked the 
members of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations to postpone a report on the 
bill until Senator White is able to take 
part in the discussion, and he is led to 
believe the request will be granted. 
Senator White is detained in California 
by important business. 

Senator Perkins says there is suffi- 
cient left of the appropriation carried 
by the Geary law to send highbinders 
and Chinese gamblers out of the coun- 
try, and he thinks there will be no 
great injury donetoany oneif they are 
deported before the proposed change in 
the law is made. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
: EXTRA: SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SHNATE.—Senator 
Peffer offered a resolution, directing the 
Committee on Judiciary to investigate 
and report whether the repeal of a part 
of the act of February 28, 1878 by the 
passage of the act ‘of July 14, 1890, af- 
fected the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, or whether that law 
was still in force. It was referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. 

Senator Sherman reported the House 
joint resolution, thanking the nations 
of the world for their co-operation at 
the World’s Fair, and asked its im- 
mediate consideration. 

Senator Hoar thought this method 
was not suitable. The President of the 
United States should make an expres- 
sion of courteous — to 
each government by nam 

Cullom agreed with Senator 


Sea Sherman thought the resolu- 
tion came from the Secretary of State, 
and was in the form desired. 

Senator Hoar offered an amendment, 
in accordance with his idea. The amend- 
ment was agreed to, and the resolution, 
as amended was passed. 

The repeal bill was then taken up, 
and Senator Pugh spoke against it. 

Referring to the recent compromise, 
Senator Pugh said the Democratic Sen- 
ators had united in a_spirit of compro- 
mise and concession, and had selected 
an equal number of Senators from those 
friendly to unconditional repeal and 
those opposed to it, and, with the full 
knowledge of President Cleveland and 
Secretary Carlisle, that such an effort 
was being made to bring the Demo- 
cratic Senators together upon some 
common “ground that could be enacted 
into a law, they had accomplished that 
laudable undertaking so far as to agree 
upon a compromise that secured the 
signatures of all Democratic Senators 
but six. 

The fact was not considered doubtful 
that forty-three Democratic Senators 
would have sanctioned the compromise 
had not the President interposed an 
objection and demanded unconditional 
repeal at all hazards. Senator Pugh 
said he was now satisfied that all ef- 
fort at compromising had failed solely 
on account of Cleveland and his Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. He got a suf- 
ficient number of Senators to join him 
in filibustering practices, and he was 
forced to record his vote against this 
diabolical measure and appeal to the 
people to organize their forces for the 
great battle of the future. 

Senator Pugh said he was willing, if 
he had sufficient support, to resort to 
any and all means to defeat the pend- 
ing bill. He was proud to be called a 
filibuster in defeating a conspiracy 
equal*in ruinous consequences of its 
succes to war, pestilence and famine. 
He would rather be called a filibusterer 
by the conspirators and lickspittles of 
the gold kings than be called a traitor 
or a faithless representative of the 
State and people who honered him 
with their trust and confidence. 

Senator Stewart then resumed his 
speech. He spoke of the gold combina- 
tion as having agents in the Capitol to 
dictate legislation, and as having 
elected a President determined to carry 
out their policy. The President was 
now in the saddle 4nd Congress was 
helpless. The time might come when 
the haughty tyrants would meet with a 
rebuke from the people. 

When he had talked an hour or so 
Senator Stewart yielded the floor to 
his colleague, Senator Jones, saying he 
would finish his remarks at another 
time. 

Senator Jones discussed at length the 
relations of the workingmen to the 


money system. He laid at the’ 
door of the defective monetary sys- 
tem the responsibility for the great 


mass of unemployed men, and said the 
highest goal of civilization in the na- 
tion would not be reached until every 
man was kept busy. 

In conclusion, he said: ‘‘The Roman 
republic, Mr. President, did not lose its 
liberties until the Senate degenerated 
into a mere instrument for recording 
the will of the chief magistrate. This 
is a very different republic from that 


‘of Rome, and, althogh history, we are 


told, sometimes repeats itself, I, for 
one, will not believe that the Senate of 
the United States is ever to become a 
subservient Senate. If, however, there 
is a majority in this Senate in favor of 
repeal, let me admonish those Senators 
to pause and reflect that there is no 
exigency whatever demanding its pas- 
sage; that no condition requires it, and 
that it is excellent to have a giant’s 


strength, but _it is tyrannous.to-use-it- 


like a giant.’’ 

The Senate then went into executive 
session, and at 5:15 p.m. took a recess 
until 11 o'clock tomorrow morning

EPIDEMIC. 


The Bacilli of Train- 
Wrecking 


Very Active at Many Points 
Yesterday, 


Four Cases With Numerous Fatal 
Results. 


The Battle Creek Injured Twice 
Saved. 


A Bad Affair at Trenton —The California 
Freight in Collision at Stella— 
Four Killed at Harris- 
burg. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

DETROIT, Oct. 25.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Battle Creek Grand 
Trunk train, bearing the wounded from 
the Battle Creek disaster to Chicago, 
barely escaped a repetition of that hor- 
ror through a gross violation of orders, 
similar to that which caused the first 
holocaust. 

The train ran by a station, at which 
it was to await the east-bound train. 
It was heavily loaded with passengers, 
and, but for the fact that the east- 
bound crew also broke the rules by 
remaining over time for men to lunch, 
the trains would have met at full 
speed between stations. 

As it was, the trains came together 
at a station with considerable force. 
One was standing still, and the other 
was slowing down. When the crews 
returned to Battle Creek they were dis- 
charged, and an effort was made to 
hush up the matter. 

The body of another victim of the 
Grand Trunk wreck has been identi- 
fied as that of C. Straub of New York. 
Robert Colgrave of London, Ontario, 
has also been found among the dead. 
This leaves six unidentified still. 

At the inquest today. Conductor Scott 
and Engineer Wooley refused to an- 


swer questions, protesting that by so 
doing they .would incriminate them- 
selves. 


STRUCK A DERAILED TRAIN. 


Five Tramps Killed and Several Other Per- 
sons Injured. 

TRENTON, .Oct. 25.—(By the Aassoci- 
ated Press. Thesecond section of the 
Chicago limited on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad was wrecked near Lawrence 
station shortly after 6 o’clock tonight 
by running into a derailed freight 
train. Five unknown tramps who 
were stealing a ride on the freight 
train were killed. and another, named 
Ward McConigle, of Pittsburgh, was 
badly injured. 

Daniel Mahoney, the engineer, and 
Henry Matthews, the fireman of the 
limited, were badly’ injured. Ellis 
Green, a passenger, and J. C. Carter, 
William Willis, James T. Gray, porters, 
were slightly injured. 

One of the survivors says that there 
were at least fifteen on the train, but 
the cars are so badly piled up that it 
will take another day to get at the cor- 
rect number of killed. 

Three passenger coaches are in the 
ditch, and how the passengers escaped 
is a mystery. On board the train is 
said to have been Archbishop Corrigan, 
Comptroller Meyers and Gen. Horace 
Porter. They and many passengers 
were taken back to Philadelphia. ’ 

At 1 a.m. four dead tramps had been 
hauled out of the wreck, and the crews 
were still at work. 


COLLISION AT HARRISBURG. 
A Loaded Freight Crashes into Some Empty 
Cars. 


HARRISBURG, Oct. 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Four men were killed 
in a wreck on the Pennsylvania road 
in this city this evening. <A _ loaded 
freight train going east was boarded at 
Market street. by five men. Two 
squares away the car jumped the track 
and crashed into a west-bound train 
of empty cars. The car in which the 
men were sitting was held in the mid- 
dle of the grinding mass, and four of 
them were instantly killed and one in- 
jured. 

It is almost impossible to identify 
three of the dead, owing to their being 
crushed out of recognition. The fourth 
is known to be Richard Doyle of Pitts- 
burgh. They were well dressed, and it 
is said came from Illinois or Ohio fam- 
ilies. Frank Ward of Burington was 
the only man who escaped. He says 
Frederick Gimmell was one of the men 
who was killed. 

Ten cars loaded with oil and lumber 
were wrecked and their contents de- 
stroyed, and six empty cars were 
smashed.

SAVING GOLD. 


The Reserve in the Treasury Increased 
$1,000,090'In Four Days. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) 
nearly $1,000,000 higher than four days 
ago. Today it is $82,629,985. The cur- 
rency balance today is $21,047,807, or 
something over $500,000 less than it was 
four days ago. Redemptions are still 
heavy, indicating a more hopeful con- 
dition of affairs and a willingness on 
the part of owners to part with cash for 
the time required for redemption. 

The receipts of the government for 
the month of October, up to date, 
amount to $20,704,000, and the expendi- 
tures amount to $23,989,000.

Nathan Strauss Shoots Himself 
at New York. 


The Representative of a Big San Francisco 
Dry-Goods House—His Death Was

“Was Strauss in any financial dif- 
ficulties ?’’ 

“Not that I know of.” 

“Was his married life a happy one?’’ 

“I think so.”’ 

“And he was in good health?’’ 

“Oh, yes; excellent.” 

More than this the clerk would not 
divulge. At the office of the attorney 
of Strauss it-was said there was every 
reason to believe that the latter's 


financial affairs were im the soundest. 


and most prosperous condition. — 

When Strauss reached his office at 
the usual hour this morning, he greeted 
the clerks pleasantly, as usual. After 
glancing at his mail, he walked back to 
a room in the rear. Several porters 
who were working near the room found 
Strauss in an unconscious condition. 
There was a terrible wound in the 
In his right hand he firmly 
grasped a pistol. 

Strauss was of an extremely nervous 
temperament. It is said that he had 
no business trouble, but had been more 
than usually busy during the last five 
months. The only reason his friends 
assign is that “his mind had become 
balanced from overwork. He was 
prominent in the dry goods district, 
and, soon after the shooting, the offices 
of the firm were crowded with ‘inquir- 
ing merchants. 

Strauss was removed from the office 
to the hospital, where he died shortly 
after noon.

WASHINGTON (ind.,) Oct. 25={By 
the Associated Press. James Stone has 
made a second confession, completely 
exonerating the persons whom he im- 
plicated in his confession in the Wrat- 
tan murder. He stated to Deputy Pros- 
ecutor Hastings that his first confes- 
sion was, in the main, untrue; he alone 
was guilty of the atrocious crime. 

He said that, arming himself with 
an ax and a corn-knife, he proceeded 
to the house, and, calling Mrs. Wrat- 
tan to the door, he informed her he 
had toothache. Mrs. Wrattan brought 
some liniment to him, and as she 
brought it he struck her to the floor 
with the corn-knife. He then rushed 


‘| into the room whéte Mr. Wrattan and 


the children were. Ellen Wrattan, the 
eleven-year-old girl who survived the 
horrible blow she received that night 
for several days, first awoke, and, recog» 
nizing Stone, exclaimed: ‘Mr. Stone, 
what are you doing here?” He struck 
her, then turned to the helpless pa- 
tient and struck him on the head. 
Next he killed both,the small chil- 
dren. He tried the door to the room of 
old Mrs. Wrattan, but could not force 
it, so he forced the window by break- 


-ing-it-in with his foot: Then a ter- 


rible fight ensued, for the old lady was 


strong. He next passed through the 
rooms in which the other victims lay. 
Mr. and Mrs. Wrattan were both liv- 
ing, but delirious. He gave them a 
final blow. 

Stone did not get any money, and 
said, after the tragedy, that he did not 
care for money. Stone then hid his 
clothes and bloody weapons. He was 
the first at the Wrattan homestead 
when the alarm of murder was given. 
He was a pall-bearer at the funeral, 
and assisted the undertaker in dress- 
ing the bodies for burial. He says he 
has been forgiven by the Lord and ig 
a happy man. 

He wrote the following to his wife 
and children: “Dear Cecilia, Sallie, 
Ezra and Harry: I don’t think I will 
ever see your faces again. Raise the 
children to fear God. I will tefl you, to- 
day, I am happy in the Savior’s love. 
I sought Christ yesterday, Yesterday 
evening and all last night I found Him 
precious to my soul, and am now ready 
to die, and am a happy man. Please 
meet me in heaven, all of you. Tell 
Cecilia to write me as soon as she gets 
this, and that she did just right in tell- 
ing the truth on me to the grand fury. 
I am saved. Pray for me, Cecilia. Good- 
bye. 

(Signed) — “JOHN E. STONE.” 

It is reported that when the constable 
went to arrest Stone he was invited by 
Stone into family prayers after the 
latter said he would go with Mim. His 
wife has been brought to Washington 
for protection, as she feared violence 
from the murderous gang to which her 
husband belonged.

FAT OFT HE LAND. 


The Russian Sailors Treated to Plenty of 
Lyonnaise Sauce. 
LYONS; Oct. 25.—(By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.) Over two hundred thou- 
sand strangers were in the city today 
to assist in welcoming the Russian sail- 
ors on the way to Toulon from Paris. 
The city was gaily decorated, expend- 
ing, as it did, large sums in providing 
entertainment for the visitors. 
It was with the utmost difficulty that 
the police kept the way clear for the 
Russians on the way from the station 
to the town hall. Many enthusiastic

Congressman Daizell and Reed Make Charac- 
teristic Remarks. 

BOSTON, Oct. 25.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The third annual dinner 
of the Republican Club of Massachu- 
setts was held tonight. President Simp- 
kins presided. At his right, sat Hon. 
Thomas B. Reed of Maine and Hon. J. 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, and, at his 
left, Hon. Fréderick T. Greenhalge and 
Hon. Roger Wolcott, candidates, re- 
spectively, for Governor and Secretary 
of State on the Republican ticket. 

President Simpkins introduced as the 
first speaker Hon. F. T. Greenhalge of 
Lowell.

Mr. Dalzell concluded by 
paying a glowing tribute to Hon.

Four minutes of continuous applause 
welcomed Reed. He said: ‘As I take 
up this unbiased Boston journal, the 
Herald, I notice the following line:

Victorious over the 
Democratic party? ~Fellow-citizens of 
Massachusetts, it behooves you, then,

A MYSTERY. 
Gwynne Tompkins’s Wife Leaves

CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Gwynne R. Tompkins, 
owner of the Cloverdale stable of race- 
horses, and his wife, Elizabeth, of 
Washington city, are both well-known 
turf writers: in fact, Mrs. Tompkins is 
known on two continents as one of the 
most effective writers on turf events. 

Three weeks ago, she left Washington 


with her little son to visit her parents 


in St. Louis. On October 15 she left 
there for Chicago to see the fair. Then 
she dropped out of sight. The utmost 
affection existed between the couple, 
and, as the days passed without the 
customary letters from her, Tompkins 
became alarmed and hastened here. 
to hunt for her. His search was un- 
availing. 
Meantime, from the tone of letters 
and telegrams from. his mother in 
Washington, he became convinced that 
she had heard from the missing woman 
and that something was wrong. Sleep- 
lessness and anxiety so preyed on his 
mind that, yesterday, in the Press Club 
rooms, he suffered a paralytic stroke, 
rendering him less. He is 
now lying mute, at death’s door, in the 
hospital. 

A correspondent of a local paper in 
Washington found Tompkins’s mother. 
She admitted having received a letter 
from her son’s wife, dated at Balti- 
more, but declined to reveal its con- 
tents, saying that Mrs. Tompkins and 
child were in Baltimore, and that she 
intends to keep her address secret, in- 
timating she could not be found. So 
the mystery is as deep as ever.

Fortunes in Crowns. 

(New York World:) The King of 
Portugal is said to have the most valu- 
able crown. The jewels in it are valued 
at $6,500,000. One of the costliest crowns 
in Europe is that worn by the Czar of 
Russia on state occasions. It is sur- 
mounted by a cross formed of five mag- 
nificent diamonds, resting upon an im- 
mense uncut, but polished, ruby. The 
coronet of the Empress contains the 
most beautiful mass of diamonds ever 
collected in one band. The crown of 
the Queen Empress of Great Britain, 
valued at $1,500,000, contains one large 
ruby, one large sapphire, sixteen others, 
eight emeralds, four smaller rubies, 
1360 brilliant diamonds, 1273 rose dia- 
monds, four drop-shaped pearls, and 
269 other pearls.

LOS ANGELES THEATER—The Span 
of Life. 


The Water Jug. 

The following from the Indianapolis 
Journal of October 13 outlines the water 
deal, as planned by its promoters, and 
would probably be a fair presentation 
of the case if the people of Los An- 
geles had fallen into the trap which 
had been set for them: 

*‘Messrs. R. B. F. Peirce and J. C. 
Shaffer of this city bought the Los An- 
gzeles waterworks last March for $2,500,- 
000. At that time the city had voted 
$4,000,000 to build a water-supply sys- 
tem, which action frightened the stock- 
holders into selling their property, be- 
lieving that the city would destroy the 
value of their plant by the competing 
one which was to be built. The city 
issued the first series of bonds, amount- 
ing to $500,000, and attempted to. dis- 
pose of them, but certain property- 
holders attacked the legality of the 
bond issue. In the meantime, the city 
negotiated to purchase a tract of water- 
bearing land above the city, but, after 
testing it, found that ft could not get 
water from it, and attempted to back 
out of the deal. The land-owner 
brought suit against the city for spe- 
cific performance of the contract, which 
is still pending. Then, to crown the 
municipal misfortunes, the court de- 
cided the bond issue illegal, as the at- 
torneys of Messrs. Peirce and Shaffer 
had advised they would; and then of- 
fers were made to buy the existing 
works. An agreement as to the price 
was reached last Saturday, the sum be- 
ing $3,250,000, payable in bonds of the 
water company, guaranteed by the city 
of Los Angeles. The revenues of the 
water company are sufficient now to 
pay the interest and sinking fund to 
retire the bonds, without any increase 
of the water rates, so that the city gets 
a water-Supply plant for nothing, and 
two citizens of Indianapolis net the 
neat sum of $500,000, the other $250,000 
going as commissions, etc., as the re- 
sult of confidence in the outcome of a 
lawsuit. The bonds will be issued and 
the property turned over to the city 
on or before the Ist of next January.’”’ 

As the City Council, however, 
promptly rejected the offer of Messrs. 
Peirce and Shaffer, it appears that the 
Indianapolis end of the syndicate talked 
too quick, and the information fur- 
nished from the inside can be utilized 
now in making up the estimates of 
what a fair price for the plant will be. 
As there was a margin of $750,000 on the 
price asked, for profits and commis- 
sions, the city might as well get the 
benefit of it, together with the $50,000 
deposit made by Messrs. Peirce and 
Shaff-r, should that payment be 
forfeited under their contract. 
In other words, the _ stockholders 
of the water company can _af- 
ford to sell out to the city for $800,000 
less than the Shaffer-Peirce offer, and 
still make as much money as_ they 
would if the Eastern ‘‘syndicate” had 
carried out its deal. The City Coun- 
cil might then allow Messrs. Peirce and 
Shaffer $1000 each for attorneys’ fees, 
and with a further reasonable réduc- 
tion for cash by the water company, 
the deal may possibly be consum- 
mated, 

The Times is also in receipt of a 
communication from ‘‘one who says he 
knows them well,’’ to the effect that 
Messrs. Peirce and Shaffer are not 
wortk $200,000 all told, and cannot 
raise one dollar East. This statement 
is printed as it is received, for what 
it is worth, and if true, bears out the 
report published some weeks ago that 
the Seligmans of New York had de- 
clined to make a loan to enable Peirce 
and Shaffer to carry out their contract.

loaded up with ‘“‘margins’’ as this is.

The Midwinter Fair. 

Considering the difficulties with which 
the projectors have had to contend, 
and the amount of cold water which 
was cast upor the enterprise from its 
inception, the progress which has been 
made with the Midwinter Fair is cer- 
tainly remarkable. Several of the 
buildings are now going up and money 
is flowing into the treasury. There 
will, it is said, be about fifty different 
nations. represented at the fair, many 
of which will erect buildings of their 
own, thus affording more space to Cal- 
ifornia in the main buildings. It is be- 
lieved that, following the example of 
Chicago, quite a considerable amount 
of money will be received for admis- 
sions to the grounds-before the fair 
opens. 

If only a small portion of the pro- 
gramme as outlined from day to day 
in the San Francisco papers is carried 
out, visitors will certainly have no 


cause to complain of lack of attrac- 


tions. There are, we are told, to be 
scores of orchestras on the grounds, 
and perhaps a series of international 
concerts. The arrangement of the 
programme for each day of the 181 
days of the exhibition has progressed 
rapidly, and those who desire to secure 
a date should make early application. 

It appears that the commissioners 
who went to San Francisco to arrange 
for space on which to erect a Southern 
California building at the Midwinter 
Fair are much disappointed after look- 
ing over the grounds to find that the 
best places have been allotted to en- 
terprises that are private commercial 
undertakings. It must in justice, how- 
ever, be conceded that our people 
should have been more prompt in put- 
ting in their requisition for space. 
Still, it is pretty certain that Southern 
California will yet be adequately pro- 
vided for. She must be, for the show 
must have her. The managers of the 
San Francisco show should see that 
the impression does not get abroad 
that the fair is to be a sort of Midwin- 
ter~ Midway Plaisance, where the 
products of our State will be exhibited 
in side-shows, with the dance du” ventre 
and Asiatic jugglers as the main ex- 
hibits. 


The Power of the President. 

After all this talk, the Democratic 
Senators have given in to the great 
boss. They have decided to carry out 
Mr. Cleveland’s wishes and drop the 
fight against repeal. A vast amount of 
time has been wasted before these 
Democratic Senators concluded to do 
as Mr. Cleveland wished them to. This 
is strong evidence of the great power 
which is possessed by the administra- 
tion nowadays. We are not criticising 
the action of these Senators in ceasing 
to oppose repeal. On the contrary, The 
Times has all along advocated the re- 
peal of the Sherman act, to be followed 
by needed financial legislation. What 
we would call attention to here is the 
power which the President possesses to 
bring recalcitrant members to terms. 
There are few who believe these Sen- 
ators have changed their minds on this 
subject. The general impression is that 
they have at length arrived at the con- 
clusion that it is not judicious to fur- 
ther oppose the administration. 

It is not probable any United States 
President will ever be able to perpetu- 
ate his official life as they do in Mexico 
and some other Spanish-American 
countries, which are, by courtesy, 
termed republics. The citizens of the 
United States are not built after the 
manner of people who submit to that 
sort of thing. There is, however, a 
growing disposition among the people 
of this country to “view with alarm” 
the increasing power which is possessed 
by an executive who has so many re- 
wards to bestow and punishments to 
inflict. The extent of that power was 
shown in the last Republican National 
Convention, and the country is still 
suffering from its effects. What the 
Republican party should strive for is 
to be able to ‘“‘point with pride” to the 
overthrow of that sort of bad thing by 
the concerted action of the unofficial 
and unbought members of the organiza- 
tion. ‘ 


The fruit shipments overland to

Commission, to be 5000 carloads up to 
October 14. This represents an enor- 
mous output of fruit from California 
orchards—almost too huge to realize, 
compared with the export a few years 
ago. It is actually 1400 carloads more 
than the shipments up to the same 
date last year. Fruit-growing could 
be far extended, so as to supply the 
whole of the East, if transportation 
could be arranged om such a basis that 
a profit was certain to the cultivator. 


Ireland prcserts a sorrowfu: spec- 
tacle today. The island itself is di- 
vided into two camps, representing the 
home-rule force in the south and the 
anti-home-rulers in the north. These 
two factions hate each other as only 
Irishmen can hate—and love. The 
“antis” are, if possible, more bitter 
against their southern brethren than 
aré the most bigoted of those English 
peers who recently scoffed and jeered 
at Gladstone’s bill. h of these fac- 
tions is again divided into two smaller 
camps. A portion of the home-rule 
party, led by Redmond, are ungrate- 


fully turned against the great. British 
statesman who has done so much in 
advocacy of justice for Ireland. The 
anti-home-rulers of Ulster are also di- 
vided among themselves, and at 4 
meeting held at Belfast on Tuesday, 
after a heated discussion, many of the 
delegates left the hall. Ireland indeed 
presents a spectacle today that must 
cause her true friends to grieve deeply. 
“If a house is divided against itself, 
how shall it stand?’’ 


Only a few days ago the San Fran- 
cisco papers published accounts of how 
the jury in the Curtis murder ease had 
been bribed by an ex-State Senator and 
a political worker who aspires to lead 
the Republican party in the State. 
There are few people who do not fully 
believe that Curtis committed the mur- 
der, yet, knowing that he was a wealthy 
man, there were very few who had 
any idea that he would be convicted, 
or that, if convicted, would serve his 
term. Now comes a story that a man 
who is declared by detectives to be en- 
tirely innocent is being railroaded 
through the courts for a murder which 
he did not commit, and that he will 
probably be convicted on the strength 
of a false confession which was ex- 
tracted from him under threats after 
he had been made intoxicated. This 
man, it is scarcely necessary to say, 
has neither friends nor money. Such 
cases as these, which have cropped up 
so frequently of late, are giving San 
Francisco an ill name throughout the 
country. It is a bad state of affairs in 
any city when it comes to be generally 
understood that no man need suffer for 
a crime, provided he is well supplied 
with money. How can it be expected 
that people will*respect the law or the 
officers of the law where such a state 
of affairs exists? 


The Oakland Times makes this ob- 
servation: 

“The Midway Plaisance is coming to 
the Midwinter Fair, including the 
beauty show of which we have heard 
so much. The latter will not shine as 
brilliantly as it did at the World’s 
Fair. The contrast will be less sharply 
defined—and there are connoisseurs 
who assert that when brought into 
close comparison with our local beau- 
ties the Midway outfit will pale into 
utter insignificance. A woman of very 
ordinary countenance and figure may 
be classed as ‘handsome’ in Chicago, 
but fn San Francisco she must be of 
exceptional beauty to excite the com- 
pliment of even passing notice. When 
these Venuses cf all nations ‘line up’ 
with the merely ‘pretty girls’ of Oak- 
land, San Francisco, San Rafael, Sau- 
salito, San Jose, Sacramento, Los An- 
geles and other California cities and 
towns, the foreigners will not be ‘in it 
a little bit.’

As The 
Times has frequently remarked, there 
is no more beneficent enterprise which 
the government could undertake than 
the irrigation of the lands which it 
owns upon a broad and liberal. scale.

Freight business continues to pick 
up on the Southern Pacific, and more 
crews are being put to -work to do 
the increased business. It is stated 
at the Los Angeles office that though 
there were but seven through freight 
trains on this line two months ago, 
there are now fourteen. The traffic is 
quite heavy, but the officials say that 
rates are so low it is not profitable. 

HOW THE SANTA FE STANDS. 

TOPEKA, Oct. 25.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The directors of the Santa 
Fe road are here to attend tomorrow’s 
annual meeting. No changes in the 
management is expected, and the pres- 
ent officers will be re-elected. In re- 
gard to the trouble of the road with 
employees because of its temporary 
inability to meet the pay-roll, Presi- 
dent Reinhart said that the company 
is no worse off financially than its 
neighbors. He said the company’s 
troubles are wholly due to the finan- 
cial stringency, but the outlook is now 
promising, and the affairs of the com- 
pany showed signs of improvement. 
The company is in a position to take

Rate lists are be- 
ing printed for distribution among ship- 
pers, but they will not be ready for a 
month. One of the advantages of the 
new system will be that shippers will 
be able to ascertain the rate of freight 
without having to ask the railroad

LEAGUED PLUMBERS. 


How They are Throttling Los 
Angeles Enterprise. 


Onecrous Restrictions of the Plumbing Ordi- 
nance—How It Discourages Bullding— 
A Drawback to Employer and 
Laborer Alike. 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 24.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) It has now been 
six weeks since my arrival in your 
beautiful city. To say that I am 
charmed by the eyuable climate, the 
fertility of the soil, and the grandeur 
of the scenery of this favored land, is 
not fully giving expression to my feel- 
ings. 

The streets of your city are neat and 
well kept, the houses are tastefully 
built, the business blocks are, in the 
main, something of which Los An- 
geles may well be proud. Your public 
schools are equal to those of any city 
in the country, and the general social 
standard of the community is very 
high. These conditions offer great in- 
ducements to those in search of a 
pleasant home, and for some time past 
I have been contemplating making this 
city my home; but, since my arrival, I 
have found other conditions, such that 
I fear my -hopes shall not be realized. 

It is evident that the plumbers of 
Los Angeles have formed a combine, 
which is extremely hurtful to the in- 
terests of the city. This combine have 
placed their work at such a high figure 
that building has been seriously in- 
terfered with. The times are hard, 
work is none too plentiful (although 
more abundant here than in the East,) 
but workers are numerous. ‘There are 
a large number of competent mechanics 
in this city anxious to work, but who 
are unable to obtain employment. The 
reason for this is due to the combine, 
which has fastened its fingers upon the 
throat of every contractor and land- 
owner of this city, and now deters 
them from building. Those who are 
building have slackened work, in hopes 
that some change for the better will 
come, those about to build are post- 
poning their operations until they can 
have their plumbing dome at reason- 
able figures. Thus mechanics are kept 
from the work they sadly need of are 
discharged from that at which they 
have been employed. The stringency 
of the times is severe enough, but the 
plumbing combine is certainly adding 
to the affliction. “Not only is the city 
hurt in this respect, but people from 
other localities coming here to build 
and reside are hindered, and even 
driven away because of costly plumb- 
ing. When we consider the interests 
affected in one manner or another, the 
loss of patronage by merchants, the 
lack of work on the part of laborers, 
the cessation of building by land-own- 
ers, and all the other deleterious re- 
sults attendant upon such a state of 
affairs, ‘all attributable to the exces- 
sive charges for plumbing, it is only 
then that we can realize the baneful 
influences of such .nonopolistic organ- 
izations as the plumbers’ combine. 

Great diSSaliriaction prevaiis con- 
cerning the plumbing regulations of 
These regulations are so 
framed as to foster the interests of 
the combine of plumbers, They re- 
quire many useless contrivances calcu- 
lated to increase cost, but damage the 
beanty and symmetry of a building. In 
section 11 of the plumbing regulations 
we find the following provision: ‘All 
soil pipes shall be carried out through 
the roof, open and undiminished in size, 
and in no case less than three feet 
above the roof.” These soil pipes 
must be of extra heavy cast-iron, 
coated inside and outside with coal 
tar varnish; they must open not less 
than ten feet from a window of the 
house in which the pipes are placed, 
although they may run up to open just 
opposite a neighbor’s bedroom to dis- 
charge therein their noxious contents 
without any violation of the plumbing 
regulations of the city. These regu- 
lations also require that. every trap 
connected with the sewerage system of 
a house must have a separate vent 
pipe extending above the highest point 
of the roof. These vent pipes must be 
constructed of iron  ~screw pipes, 
cast iron or lead; they cannot 
be constructed ft galvanized iron, al- 
though it would be amply strong and 
sufficient for the purpose. However, 
in the infinite wisdom of the compilers 
of these regulations, they have pro- 
vided that ‘‘a special vent pipe may be 
erected for ventilating purposes only,” 
to ventilate these traps; this pipe in 
the superficial area of its external 
opening must equal the combined areas 
of all vents passing into it, so in the 
case of a large ,building thig 
would look like the smoke-stack of one 
of the big ocean liners. Refrigerators 
must have separate drains; they can- 
not be connected with the sewer, lest 
the pure water would contaminate the 
sewerage. 

The most of these requirements are 
useless and ridiculous in the extreme. 
The vent pipes are erected to carry up 
a gas having a downward tendency. 


The decomposition of the refuse mat- 


ter which finds its way into the drain- 
age pipes produces carbonic acid gas, 
a substance much heavier than air, 
and seeks the earth rather than the 
skies: if it finds an egress at all 
through the complicated system of vent 
pipes required by the plumbing regu- 
lations of this city, it is only when 
forced up by physical means. This 
carbonic acid gas is the product of all 
decomposition; breathing animals pro- 
duce it in their respirations; fermenta- 
tion produces it in its processes. 

We find with this carbonic acid gas 
traces of sulphuretted hydrogen gas, 
olefiant gas, hydrogen gas, carbur- 
retted hydrogen gas, and fetid odors. 
The various combinations of these sub- 
stances is what sanitarians desire to 
exclude from human habitations. 
Some of these men have been zealous 
in their endeavors to devise some 
means of accomplishing this result, but 
no system of vent pipes constructed 
as required by the regulations of this 
city will ever accomplish this purpose 

Furthermore, the powers that be 


nave seriously interrupted the progress 
of the city’s welfare by such enact- 


ments. Such regulations deter men 
from improving their premises, from 
giving employment to those eagerly 
seeking for work, from furnishing that 
impetus to trade and commerce that 


pipe: 


‘know what 


activity in building matters always 
engenders. Such regulations are per- 
nicious in their effect upon the finan- 
cal reputation of this city, for a city 
like Los Angeles would certainly be 
considered dull if no buildings could 
be seen in course of construction. 
These regulations are hurtful to this 
city as a resort, because most people 
when they retreat from the rigors of 
Eastern winters still desire to remain 
in communion with the world, and do 
not seek a spot that seems to be 
floundering in financial despair, as 
would be indicated* by the lack of 


-those certain evidences of thrift and 


prosperity, happy homes being erected 
on every hand. These regulations have 
interfered with the property rights of 
land-owners by defining what anay and 
what may not be erected on one’s own 
premises. They have d'sregarded the 
sanctity of those rights that abide in 
every one to contract with whom he 
may and to do what he pleases with 
his own property, so long as, he does 
not interfere with the peace and wel- 
fare of his fellow-men. 

“Every man’s house is his castle,”’ 
was the principle of common law that 
permeated the entire jurisprudence as 
relating to real estate. In his home he 
was sovereign; whether guarded by a 
moat and draw-bridge, and defended 
by walls crowned. with turrets, or 
whether it was the meanest hut in 
‘which the.rain could beat and the 
wind could enter, his home was his 
realm, and the rain and wind could 
enter where the king. could not, so 
sacredly did the constitution throw 
about the home of a man its guaran- 
tees. The regulations of this city pro- 


| vide how and by whom plumbing may 


be done, “it benefits one class to the 
detriment of all others;” it even pro- 
hibits a man versed in all sanitary 
matters, competent in every particular, 
from placing in his own home such 
Sanitary devices as reason and com- 
mon sense suggest. These reculations 
will prove as abortive as they are use- 
less and pernicious, and, in my esti- 
mation, unconstitutional. 

I have hopes that when the full force 
of these regulations is realized they 
will be repealed, and, if such regula- 
tions are a necessity in this community, 


they will be superseded by others more.

UNITY CLUB LECTURES 


Rabbi Blum on Marriage Cus- 
toms of Ancient Hebrews. 


“Something on Pompeiin Art as Applied to 
Weman’"’ Discussed by Rev. J. C. 
Fletcher—Both Interest- 
ing Talks. 


An unusually large audience was in 
attendance at the Unity Club lecture 
last night. 

Rabbi A. Blum read a paper on ‘“‘Mar- 
riage Customs of the Ancient Hebrews,” 
in which he said in part: 

“Take -from our American people 
their periodical hobbies, and I don’t 
would become of them. 
Some kind of a fad they must always 
have with them, and they never seem 
happy without it. The hobby may be 
political or literary, or social or sen- 
sational, it matters not what its nature, 
as long as it fill its brief space of time 
and spreads among the peorle with all 
the virulence of an epidemic. At one 
time Robert Elsemere was the day. 

“Go where you please, read what you 
please, converse with whom you please, 
that ubiquitous gentleman en- 
counter everywhere. The press wrote 
him to death, the pulpit preached him 
to death, the literary young lady 
“gushed”’ to death, but to kill him 
nothing could except the next hobby.” 

The speaker went on to state that 
there was the hobby over Bellamy’s 
‘Looking Backward,” and then that 
which started when some y asked: 
marriage a. failure?’’ In reference 
to this, and in speaking on the sub- 
ect announced for him, he would say 


at first there was the promise of/ 


marriage, next the betrothal and mar- 
riage itself, and third the sacred obli- 
gations of each. 

There was no mention made in the 
Bible of the use of any ceremonial in 
connection with the marriage ceremony 
among the ancient Hebrews, from 
which it is inferred that marriage was 
wedlock in its most natural sense. 

Marriage promises were to precede 
betrothals to avoid, no doubt,’ hasty 
engagements. The betrothals among 
the Hebrews were formerly of more 
weighty importance than one is ac- 
customed to accord them today 

Thanks to the marriage promises, 

betrothals could not be concluded 
without ripe consideration on both 
sides, and what was more essential 
without the careful consent of the 
young people. 
. Unlike the custom in most old coun- 
tries, among the ancient Hebrews the 
young people were allowed to make 
their own choice. The Mishua tells of 
two days in the year in which ‘the 
young girls of Jerusalem dressed in 
pure white garments, but which they 
had exchanged with one another, so 
as not to make the one who had none 
of her own ashamed. They went out 
in the vineyards to dance, and what 
did they say? “Young men look and 
choose well. Do not look alone upon 
beauty, but rather consider the family, 
for grace is deceit and beauty vain, the 
the woman alone that feareth God will 
surpass all.”’ It is presumed that mar- 
riages frequently resulted from these 
feasts. 

The speaker went on to describe the 
formal betrothal, stating that a period 
of one year was required to elapse be- 
fore the marriage. If within this time 
the wouhan proved faithless, she would 
suffer the punishment of an adulteress, 
the same as if. she. were a married 
woman. He then went on to give an 
interesting description of the marriage 
ceremony proper, which, he said, was 
— the same as that of the present 

ay. 

Rev. Dr. J. C. Fletcher was then in- 
troduced. He spoke on “Something on 
Pompelian Art as Applied to Woman.”’ 
He said, in part: 

“Some cities are only known by the 
method of their destruction. Pompeii, 
and other cities not far away from her 
in old Italy, were in one night wiped 
out so that it was more than a thou- 
sand years before they were again dis- 
covered. Pompeii was named after an 
old Greek word meaning a storehouse. 


The city was a sort of storage place for }: 


the products of the fertile lands for a 
considerable distance thereabout. Al- 
though not well known in history Pom. 
peii played an important part in com- 
merce,. as well as in other things, at 
that time.’’ 

The speaker here went on to give a 
description of the early settlement of 
he country about the city. ‘Coming 
down to the time not long before its 
destrucion, he spoke of its great popu- 
lation. If such population were to be 
counted in the same manner as that of 
Chicago, it would undoubtedly foot up 
to 600,000. It was not counted in that 
way, however, but only that part of it 
within the city walls. The building 
were close together, as in a city, fo: 
many miles outside the walls. 

In describing the destruction of the 
city, the speaker told of;the account of. 
he catastrophe as given by Pliny, whi 
lived across the bay from Pompeii. 
The appearance was like that of 
Immense pine tree of what is known a: 
he umbrelm variety. The speaker sai 
that when he himself had been in tha! 
‘country, he had known the air to be 
‘o heavy as to bear smoke up to a 
great height. When, however, it had

been lifted to such height, it would 


‘spread out in all directions at that ele- 


vation. It was somewhat like this that 
the eruption first appeared. 

The ashes that proceeded from Vesu- 
vius were of the very finest kind. 
These ashes, or similar ones from other 
eruptions, have been gathered in large 
quantities and used for silver polish. 

After the shower of ashes ‘came a 
This 
water, when mixed with the fine ashes, 
made a sort of mud or cement. This 
mud gradually ran down the mountain 
side and floded the city. Men could 
run away from fire, but they could not 
escape this mud, which ran over and 
enveloped them. 

After describing in an interesting 
manner the condition in which the re- 
mains of men and animals have been 
found about the ruins of the city, the 
speaker turned his attention to the 
women of that time and locality. 

The women, he said, held a more im- 
portant position in that city and re- 
gion than they did in Rome. Most of 
the customs and manners were taken 
from or were like those of the Grecians, 
The Pompeilan women as a class were 
dressed as modestly, if not more so, 
than women of the present day. 

He exhibited some life-size drawings 
as prepared by Misses Harrison and 
Mudget of Minneapolis, but now of 
this city, showing the costumes of 
those women. These pictures were 
taken from pictures found in the ruins 
of the city. 

Some of these women, he said, were 
like the good Mrs. Hughes, who was 
ready to stand in the Board of Edu- 
cation and fight for what she believed 
to be the best interests of the people, 
(Laughter.) 

The speaker also showed a similar 
picture as copied from one which he 
said had appeared in the Los Angeles 
Times about one week ago. The picture 
was of a woman attired in the height 
of modern fashion, and the contrast 
between the appearance of a woman in 
the tight-fitting garments and those 
in loose, flowing clothes as shown in 
the other drawings was so ludicrous 
as to provoke much merriment. 

There had been found some pic- 
tures and writings in the ruins that 
were of a vile sort, but: none of these 
were the work of woman’s hands, save 
in a few instances in houses of those 
lost to virtue. If the wickedness of 
modern Paris were to be uncovered it 
would, he believed, more than ovér- 
shadow that of the city of Pompeii. 

At the conclusion of his remarks the 
speaker exhibited a number of stere- 
opticon views, showing many of the 
objects of which he had spoken.

Baseball Again in Com- 
petent Hands. 


Successful Opening of the Van 
derbeck Venture. 


Many Old Favorites Back on the 
Home Diamond. 


| A Little Legacy From the Former Manage- 


ment Which Caused Some Delay 
in Opening the Game— 
Other Features. 


Barring a little financial disturbance, 
4 distinct legacy from ex-Magnate 
Lindley, the opening of the ‘‘midwinter 
baseball season” in this city yesterday 
was a success. The weather was fine, 
the game was very fine, and the en- 
thusiasm superfine. The crowd would 
have been twice as large, except for 
the fact that the gates were not opened 
until nearly 3 o’clock, and many who 


had gone to the grounds early in the 


afternoon left under the impression 
that there would be no game. It was 
noised about the business portion of 
the city that the Oakland team had not 
arrived, which also kept many away 
who would have otherwise gone. 

But, notwithstanding all these 
rumors which portended disaster to the 
new venture, the game was witnessed 
by more than an average crowd. All 
the old-timers were there, among them 
city officials, State officials, court offi- 
cilals and government officials. The 
supply of fans was also drawn from 
unofficial sources; in fact, everybody 
who likes the sport, could get away, 
and who enjoyed sunning themselves 
on the railroad track while ex-magnate 
Lindley’s debts were being comprom- 
ised, entered the gate with a rush as 
s00n as it was opened. Even the pea- 
nut-vender waited outside with the 
crowd, and did quite a rushing business 
supplying nervous fans with chewing- 
zum and other fatal instruments for 
killing time. 

Lindley, it seems, yet owes the ath- 
letic club $460 back rent for the use of 
the park. When Manager Vanderbeck, 
a week ago, wanted to lease the 
grounds, he went to the athletic club 
and they sent him to the electric rail- 
way people. Vanderbeck leased the 
grounds from the latter, and paid for 
a month’s rent in advance, for which 
he obtained a receipt. Tuesday Vander- 
‘beck heard that there might be some 
trouble before he would be allowed to 
play, and he telephoned Auditor Ham- 
mond of the electric road, who.also suc- 
ceeded Lindley as manager of the re- 
cently defunct Angels, and that gentle- 
man replied that everything would be 
all right. But everything wasn’t all 
right, and when Vanderbeck attempted 
to take charge under his lease, the 
ground-keeper refused to allow any 
entrance until the athletic club had 
been ‘“‘seen’’ to the extent of $460. As 
Vanderbeck don’t carry his safety-de- 
posit vault with him, he couldn't settle 
the matter, even if he wanted to. There 
was hurrying and scurrying to the 
electric power-house, and telephoning 
all over the city. Time was flying, and 
fans wére accumulating in front of the 
grounds. There was indignation and 
disappointment in several different lan- 
guages. Many became so hot that they 
paid the electric company an extra 
nickel to carry them away. Finally, 
the gate-keeper, upon orders from some 
one, opened the grounds, and the wait- 
ing crowd was admitted. Among those 
who know the circumstances in regard 
to Vanderbeck’s former experiences 
with the grounds, much feeling was 
expressed at the evident attempt to 
again kill the baseball goose. 

THE GAME. 

As hereinbefore mentioned the game 
Was a good one. Vanderbeck has a 
team now that not only knows how-to 
play ball, but plays it. And the Oak- 
land team is no slouch, either. In fact, 
the fans can now enjoy some of the 
best Eastern league talent, and have 
it right at their very doors, so to 
speak. The new Los Angeles team con- 
tains. without doubt, the best young 
stock of the National League, while 
the Oakland nine, as it appeared yes- 
terday, has among its members such 
men as George Van Haltren, Jerry 
Denny and Lew Hardie. 

Of course there were other features 
beside the Lindley part of it yester- 
day. There was Tom Parrott’s bat- 
ting. Tom, as every one knows, is a 
good deal of a monkey in his actions, 
and when he got to the plate he had 
a time with the ball. Out of 
four chances at bat Parrott. monkeyed 
four hits, one of them a three-bagger. 
Arfother feature was the pitching of 
Oakland’s little Jack Horner in the 
fourth inning. Glenalvin, Griffith and 
McNab each struck at the first ball 
pitched, batting each one to pitcher, 
who assisted the first baseman in put- 
ting the runners out in succession. 

Two double plays were also features, 
one by each side, the work being done 
so quick and clean as to elicit long ap- 
plause from the enthusiastic bleachers. 
Jim McDonald, who expects to umpire 


in the National League next year, is a, 


standing feature and need scarcely be 
mentioned. His decisions are never 
‘questioned, for the boys well know that 
he is the only man who ever whipped 
Corbett. 

Taken all in all the game was just 
such a one as the fans want to see. 
There was ginger all around, with here 
and there an error and there was an 
earnestness about the whole thing as if 
the boys had come to California for 
the winter and intended to make an 
honest living while here.

The Sells Circus. 

J. F. Boynton, representing Sells & 
Rentfrow’s circus, yesterday called at 
the Times office to protest against the 
statements to the effect that toughs 
and pickpockets were harbored or en- 
couraged by the proprietors of his 
show.

FIREMEN LAID OFF. 


Four Men Suspended by 
the Chief. 


He Says They Failed to Do 
Their Duty 


Fire in the Stowell 


In Fighting the 
Block. 


The Charges Investigated by the Commis- 
sioners, and Action Deferred for 
One Week—Routine 
Business. 


The Fire Commission -—% yesterday 
board present. 

was heard on @ peti- 

tion from himself for permission to 

erect a corrugated iron building for a 

shooting gallery on the vacant lot on 

Main street, near Second street. The 


petition was filed. 

The chief reported as follows: 

“From careful investigation and 
from my own personal knowledge I 
find that the members of the fire de- 
partment named herein have shown 
themselves unfit to do good fire duty 
on many occasions, and I have dropped 
the following named from the roll sub- 
ject to your approval: John Garvey, 
driver hook and ladder company, W. 
R. Price, tillerman hook and ladder 
company; George Flood, callman en- 
gine company No. 4; J. B. Stowell, 
callman engine company No. 5. 

“T have placed on trial in lieu of 
these men, George O. Donnell, as driver 
of the hook and ladder company, and 
Frank E. Lewis as tillerman of the 
same company; J. H. Judah, as call- 
man of engine company No. 4; H. 
Schumacher, callman of engine com- 
pany No. 4; J. Massellin as call- 
man of engine company No. 4.” 

The chief reported. further that he 
had ordered a new hydrant placed at 
Third and Crocker streets and had had 
the hydrant at Grand avenue and 
Seventh street moved back to the line 
of the sidewalk. 

Action on the report of the chief in 
reference to suspensions and appoint- 
ments was temporarily deferred. The 
remainder of the report was filed. 

A petition from E. E. Foster for per- 
mission to erect a five-horse power 
boiler and engine at Nos. 233 and 235 
San Pedro street was referred to the 
chief with power to act. 

* The demands were approved, includ- 
ing the department pay-roll. 

An application from A. M. Grant for 
appointment as engineer was filed. 

The city electrician presented a re- 
port recommending the purchase of 
one eight-circuit repeater and one 
eight-circuit switchboard, eight galvan- 
ometers, six printers and four gongs, 
together with specifications for the 
same; also ten non-interfering boxes. 

On motion of Commissioner Kuhrts 
it was recommended to the Council to 
purchase fire alarm apparatus in ac- 
cordance with the recommendation of 
the electrician. 

The matter of the report of the chief 
fin reference to suspensions and appoint- 
ments was then considered. 

Commissioner Wirsching argued that 
there should be no action taken in the 
case until the parties suspended could 
be given a hearing. 

Commissioner Brodrick -said_ that 
“specific charges should be presented. 

The hearing was then begun and John 
Garvey of the hook and ladder com- 


pany was called. He stated that he 


first attended to his team and then 
helped stretch ‘the police ropes. He 
next started to assist in getting the 
ladders up, but found a number of men 
working at that job. He went inside 
the building, but as there was nothing 
-he could do there he came outside 
again. He received no order, except to 
shut off water from engine No. 4 - 

Assistant Chief McMahon stated that 
when he got there he found the team 
tied up, and that Garvey did not 
Seem to be doing anything. 

To this Garvey replied that he did 
all he knew how. During the present 
administration he had, however, had 
but one drill. 


Assistant Chief McMahon said there 
had been three drills. 

A. C. Vignes testified that two men 
could raise the ladder. He and another 
man ‘had done so, but Garvey stated 
that two men unaided could not lift 
them. 

_ The assistant chief said the ladders 
were in proper order for he had raisea 
them himself. 

W. R. Price denied that he had been 
guilty of neglect When he got every- 
thing in readiness to raise the ladders 
he found men turning the crank the 
wrong way. In the absence of the call- 
men he did the best he could to free 
the ladders from the wires. He oiled 
the machinery once each week. He 
had lost his badge, but had not refused 
to give it up. 

The assistant chief stated in refer- 
ence to this that the screw was rusted, 
and the clevis to tighten the chain was 
in such a condition that it could 
scarcely be turned. 4— 

Mr, Webb of the firm of Hanna & 
Webb, said that Price did all he could, 
and should not be censured. There 
were, he said, not enough men. there to 
get the ladders up. 

Being interrogated by.» Commissioner 
Wirsching, Price said he did not get 
any orders from the chief or as- 
sistant. He had obeyed the orders of 
the administration as promptly as any. 
J. B. Stowell, against whom it was 
charged that he had, on a number of 
_ occasions, been guilty of neglect of 
duty, and especially that he had not 
handled the shut-off nozzle properly, 
said he had ma an error with the 


nozzle, but could prove that he had’ 


done good fire duty, especially at the 
fire in question. The men of his (the 
Ninth street) company got a stream 
of water on the fire as quickly as any- 
body could, when the distance was con- 
sidered. 

Charles Fair said he had seen Stowell 
do good work at the fire in question. 

The next man called in was George 
Flood, a callman of engine company 
No. 5. He was the one whom As- 
sistant McMahon claimed had _  car- 
ried an axe around on his shoulder at 
the Stowell Block fire, and also that 
he would not take hold of a hose when 
asked. Flood said he did not have 
an axe as stated, and spent all his 
time helping to get water into the 
building. He had always obeyed or- 
ders, and said that in this case he 
did not. get any until after the fire. 
The order then was simply to take up 
me nese. 

. ©. Johnson was heard. Assistant 
McMahon claimed that he would 
scarcely help at all in geting: the hose 
up stairs. Johnson said he did not have 
anything to do with the inside line, but 
assisted a hose up the fire escape and 
through a window. He had not dis- 
obeyed orders. 

Commissioner McLain wanted to 
know how it was that one of the men 
on a chemical had been seen to 
handle the valves the wrong way. 

To this McMahon replied that the 
Man was in a very warm place, which 

..hethough. 


Commissioner Kuhrts expressed him- ii 


self to the effect that the chief and as. 
sistant should see to it that the gub- 
stitutes put on the hook and ladder 
crew were proper mén. 

Commissioner Wirsching said there 


ought to be more permanent men on 3

‘this crew and its members should be 


drilled at least once a week. 

On motion of Commissioner Kuhrts 
it was ordered that the water tower be 
taken off the hook and ladder truck 
temporarily. 

Commissioner Kuhrts argued that it 
would be well to suspend the men for 
another week. It would, he thought, 
be well to stir up the department oc- 
casionally. - 

Commissioner Wirsching was in fa- 
vor of imposing fine and putting the 
men right back to work. He thought 
the men really did good work at the 
fire except in getting the ladders up, 
which trouble was due to the absence 
of the callmen. 

The commission held a short session 
in the afternoon, at which, on motion 
of Commissioner Kuhrts, the action of 
the chief in suspending the several 
members of the department was sus- 
tained, with the understanding that the 
men should remain suspended till the 
next meeting of the board at which 
timA& action in the matter should be 
taken. 


WRITING PUFFS. 


The Real Value of Reading 
Notices. 


Their Conrection With Display Advertising— 
The Evils of Over-puffing—How to ; 
Write a Business-bringing 
Reading Item.

The man who wrote the frst adver- 
tisement bamboozled the editor in wri- 
ting a puff about it. 

Puffs are both legitimate and illegit- 
imate methods of rer 

A puff never has taken, and never can 
take, the place of a displayed - adver- 
tisement. 7 

There is something disputative about 
a puff which does not Jingle happily in 
the ears of intelligent readers. 

People believe in being square, 
whether they are or not, and some of 
them respect the man who does his own 
booming over his own name, and does 
not crawl under the shadow of the local 
columns. 

But the puff has its value, if there’s 
something in the ter beside 

The bald-headed, absolutely hairless 
puff, which says somethingin sucha 
disagreeable way that no one believes 
it because he despises the man who 
wrote itand the man for whom it is 
written, is worth something less than 
nothing. 

Adveitising space in good newspapers 
is merchandise, and so is reading col- 
umn space. The paper which promises 
all sorts of things to advertisers, which 
over-opens its reading columns to them, 
is the paper in which advertising space, 
as well as reading matter, is worth ccm- 
paratively little. While reasonable 
liverality is by no means an indication 
of weakness on the part of the news- 
paper, the quality of a newspaper can 
pe somewhat reckoned upon its unwil- 
lingness to print puffs and reading no- 
tices. The paper whichruns reading 
notices all through its columns is gen- 
erally the paper in which advertising 
space is not worth much, for if it were, 
there would not be so much spa® used 
for that purpose. The advertiser has 
no right todemand unlimited reading 
notices any nfore than is the editor jus- 
tified in demanding, when purchasing a 
barrelof flour, thatthe retailer throw 
in a keg of pickles as a premium. 
Every good newspaper will discrim- 
inately prigt a certain number of read- 
ing notices for its regular advertisers, 
and is always willing to print newsy 
items. 

A puff, to be of any real value, must 
contain sufficient news, or legitimate 
reading matter, to make it interesting 
to the reader, with the puffiy part inci- 
dental, a part and parcelof the general 
whole, which could not well be left out, 
and yet apparently was not forced into 
the notice. 

A puff reading, 


Brown’s molasses is the best, 


has some value, because it tells about 
Brown and his molasses, but there is no 
argumentinit. Itis notas goodasa 
regular display advertisement, because 
it is not as manly, and not as forcible. 
If Mr. Brown writes himself, or has the 
editor write for him, a reading notice 
like the following, people are likely to 
read it, appreciate it, and buy the mo- 
lasses. 


“It is peculiar,’’ said Mr. Brown, the 
North avenue grocer, ‘how people in 
different sections of the town use differ- 
ent brands or grades of molasses. The 
South Side people, almost to a woman, 
buy only New Orleans molasses, prob- 
ably the most wholesome, and in every 
respect the purest and sweetest, mo- 
lasses made, and vet the majority of 
people on the East Side, who are just 
as wealthy and intelligent, and who are 
supposed to have as good appetites and 
as refined tastes, prefer Porto Rico 
molasses, which certainly is pure 
enough, and has a more ‘molasses’ 
flavor, if 1 may speak that way, and is 
in a great many respects better for 
cooking purposes. The only explana- 
tion I can give is that South Side peo- 
ple use molasses for cooking largely, 
and buy something else for syrup. 
These two lines of molasses are really 


the only kinds which people ought to 


buy. Other brands, sold by some of the 
dealers in the city, would never be 
swallowed if people knew how they 
were made and put together.’’ 


This item gives people the idea that 
Brown controls the molasses business of 
the city. It presents advice, and is 
rather amusing, but it does notin any 
way apparently advertise Brown's busi- 
ness. 

_Anitem like the following is worth 
something, but not much. 


Have you seen the Fall dress goods at 
Jones's? They beat anything in town. 


How much betterit would be to say 
something like this: 


There is a mathematically inclined 
young lady behind the dress goods coun- 
ter at Jones’s. She has figured that the 
dress goods nowin stock, which com- 
prise twenty-eight varieties, would, if 
spread out on the sidewalk, reach from 
here to Brownville, seven and a half 
miles away. 


This item, although not by any means 
brilliant and unusually interesting, will 
be read with some attention, bécause it 
is mathematical, speaks of a clerk, and 
tells of the varieties of patterns and 
the extent of stock. 

A retailer has a new invoice of furni- 
ture. He advertises it, and asks the ed- 
itor to print the following item:

An item like this is simply a conglom-

erated description. It is not as good as | 
a displayed advertisement. How much 
better it would be for the retailer to 
single out some particular thing, and 
write something interesting about it. 
For instance, the following item is not 
very bad: 


“Folks are going to have an easy 
time of it this winter,’’ said Mr. Smith, 
of Smith Bros. ‘‘Ihave sold to Cres- 
cent avenue people this week sixteen of 
our adjustable library chairs.”’ 


The following conventional item is 
about up to the average: 


The Union Stove. 
coal-saver on earth. 


People are simply tired of items like 
that. They pass them over, and per- 
haps are less likely to buy the stove. In 
articles of domestic economy never 
quote anything but fact. Here is un- 
answerable argument: 


Mr. William R. Black, head clerk at 
Cushing’s dry goods store, burned three 
and seven-eighths tons of coal winter 
before last in a large Albany-made par- 
lor stove, which was supposed to be the 
most economical stove on the market. 
Last fall he purchased of Curtis Bros. 
a Union Stove, the handsomest stove he 
ever saw, and he burned just two and 
three-quarters tons.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 
A Decision in Regard to the New County 
Road. 


The thorough discussion of the mat- 
ter of a new county road eastwardly 
from the city toward the center of the 
county, to take the place of the pres- 
ent Box Springs road, seems to have 
resulted at last in a decision by the 
county supervisors which may soon se- 
cure the desired highway. The propo- 
sition as submitted by C. O. Perrine 
and accepted by the supervisors, pro- 
vides for deeding to the county for 
road purposes by Mr. Perrine of a strip 
100 feet wide through sections 29, 28 
and 33, in township 3 south, range 4 
west, according to a map submitted. 

Mr. Perrine gives with the deed to 
the land such material consisting of 
stone, gravel and dirt» as may be 
needed, to be taken from the land ad- 
joining, provided there is no disfigur- 
ing or injuring of the land by so doing. 
The conditions are that the road is to 
be graded to a width of forty feet 
within six months, and that, when a 
franchise is given over the road for a 
railway, neither horses nor-steam shall 
be used, and the company getting such 
franchise shall build the road promptly. 
From all parts of the county comes a 
demand for this road, and it should be 
built promptly.

HIS ACTS 


Gains is Still Justice at 
Compton. 


The District Attorney’s Opinion 
Rendered. 


A Little Scene Over the Purchase of 


Fire Extinguishers. 


Supervisor Hanly Says That He is’ Not ‘‘In 
the Bucket Business’ — Petitions 
Heard and Disposed of— 

Other Business. 


In regular session the Board of 
Supervisors met yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock, present Supervisors Hay, 
Hanly, Francisco and Forrester, the 
latter presiding. 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, the District At- 
torney and chairman of the board, re- 
ported as to the condition of the county 
funds as found by them at their last 
count. The report showed that there 
should be in the treasury $247,514.03. 
That amount was short $22,910.99, the 
sum involved in*the City Bank failure. 

A committee representing the free 
labor bureau, appeared before the 
board to ask that an additionaéa! amount 
of money per month be allowed the, 
bureau in order that more advertising 
could be done, and the knowledge of 
the work of the office be more thor. 
oughly disseminated. The chairman 
of the committee stated that the amount 
necessary would probably hot exceed 
$20, in addition to the $60 already al- 
lowed by the supervisors. The matter 
went over for disposition. 

Deputy District Attorney Utley filed 
the following opinion in the matter of 
the justiceship of Compton: 

“Gentlemen: In the matter of W. A. 
Gains, acting Justice of the Peace of 


Copmton, I understood the facts to be | 


as follows: . 

“Mr. Gains was duly elected a Justice 
of the Peace of said township in 1890, 
and, in due time, qualified and entered 
upon the discharge of his duties as 
such justice. In November,.'1892, J. 
A. Nichols was elected to the office of 
Justice of the Peace, as the successor 
of Mr. Gains; Nichols, however, falled 
to qualify within the time limited by 
law. Afterward, but prior to the first 
Monday in January, 1893, on a petition, 
duly presented to the Board of Super- 
visors, your honorable board appointed 
Mr. Gains to the office of justice, as his 
own successor. 

“This appointment was void, for the 
reason that at the time it was made 
there was no vacancy in the office of 
Justice of the Peace in said township, 
Mr. Gains’s time not having yet expired. 
The appointment being void, the status 
of the case remained the same as 
though no appointment had been made 
or atttempted. 

“Section 879 of the Political Code, pro- 

vides ‘every officer must continue to 
discharge the duties of his office, 
although his term has expired, until his 
successor has qualified.” Mr. Nichols 
having failed to qualify, no valid ap- 
pointment having been made, Mr. Gains 
is not only authorized, but he is re- 
quired, under the provisions of the sec- 
tion, to continue to discharge the duties 
of Justice of the Peace of said town- 
ship until relieved by the legal ap- 
pointment or election of a successor. 
“The Board of Supervisors could have 
appointed a successor to Mr. Gains at 
any time after the firet Monday of 
January, 1893; but, having failed to do 
so, the duties of the office still devolve 
upon Mr. Gains, and Mr.*Gains may 
continue to discharge such duties until 
his successor is elected or appointed, 
and his acts as justice are legal and 
binding upon all parties, and his claims 
against the county for services as jus- 
tice are as valid as though he had bee*n 
duly elected and qualified. 

Mr. Gains is a Justice of the Peace 
of Compton township not by virtue of 
his appointment, but because he holds 
over, no valid appointment of his suc- 
cessor having been made.” — 

A communicauon had previously been 
filed from a resident of Compton in 
which it was urged that the justice 
named was acting without authority, 
his term of office having expired.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 
The Weckly Bulletin for Southern Cali- 


fornia. 
Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 


Weather Service for the week ending 
October 23: 

The weather during the past week 
was cool, with considerable cloudiness 
the latter part, and general rains on 
Sunday and Monday. The rains, ex- 
cept in the extreme southern portion, 
were heavier than usually occur, for 
the first precipitation of .the season. 
Some damage was done to raisins, still 
in the trays, and grain and hay lying 
in the fields. The rain will enable the 
farmers to begin preparing the soil for 
seeding, and will obviate the necessity 


of irrigating orchards. Detailed re- 
ports follow: 
Ventura county—Bardsdale: Half an 


inch of rain fell Sunday, putting an 
end to the mountain fires. Beans about 
all delivered. 

Los Angeles county—Lancaster: Sun- 
day was a showery day. Farmers are 
preparing to seed grain and the indica- 
tions are that a large acreage will be 
put in. The Palms: A light shower 
of rain fell on Sunday, followed by 
wind. Corn-husking has begun and the 
yield will be large. Verdugo: The rain- 
fall was .85 of an inch; no damage was 
done, as fruit-drying was completed. 
Not much is being done now, as this 
is the between season of deciduous and 
citrus harvests. Pasadena: The cloudy 
and threatening weather of the past 
week culminated on the 224 in general 
showers, giving .27 of an inch of rain. 
No damage was done except to a few 
late raisins. Should the rains continue 
plowing will begin at once. Walnuts 
were a large crop. Duarte: Half an 
inch of rain fell on the 22d; seeding 
will begin .as soon as sufficient rain 
falls to enable farmers to prepare the 
gsround. Crops are all gathered; the 
dried-fruit market is improving. Co- 
vina: The week has been decidedly 
cool and damp, ending with half an 
inch of rain on Sunday, causing slight 
injury to drying fruit. Pomona: Three- 
fourths of an inch of rain fell Sunday; 
fruit was well out of the way, except 
a few raisins in trays, and the rain 
was welcomed. The orange crop in 
the valley is not very large, though 
many orchards are fairly loaded. 

San Bernardino county — Sunday’s 
rain was unexpected, and some ee 
was done to raisins; .80 of an inch 
fell, and the ground is sufficiently wet 
for plowing to begin. Chino: The 
damp weather of the past week was 
unfavorable for ripening beets. Over 
34.000 tons have been harvested, and 
the sugar output exceeds 13,000,000 
pounds; 1.08 inches of rain fell. 

Orange county—Anaheim: One inch 
of rain fell on the 22d, doing no dam- 
age except to some hay and grain 
stacked in the fields. The rain will 
enable farmers to break ground for 
winter crops. Tustin: 1:05 inches of 
rain fell Saturday night and Sunday, 
which is more than usual for the first 
rain and may do some damage to 
raisins, peanuts and walnuts on the 
ground. 

San Diego city—Light rain fell on 
Sunday but did no injury to raisins, as 
the amount was too small and the sun 
came out immediately afterward. Most 
of the crop is in the sweat boxes and 
daily shipments of carload lots are 
made.

PASADENA. 


Interest in the Highland Street 
Railway Sale. 


An Electric Road Quoted asa Sure Thing— 
Improve the Roads—The Circus in 
Town — Personal Notes 
and Brevities. 


- 


One of the chief topics of public dis- 
cussion on the streets Wednesday was 
the sale of the Highland-street car line 
to Los Angeles capitalists for the 
avowed purpose of transforming it into 
a part of an electric road system ex- 
tending from the mountains (at Alta- 
dena) to the sea (at Santa Monica.) 

As intimated in The Times of 
Wednesday, Pasadenians are becoming 
a trifle skeptical on electric road prom- 
ises, a fact which seems to irritate 
some (not all) of the gentlemen inter- 
ested in the new deal. Such mental ir- 
ritability is uncalled for, because the 
contract covering the sale has already 
been signed and the requisite amount 
of cash paid over to clinch the bargain. 
In a short time, presumably, the pur- 
chasers will begin transforming the 
present mule-car line into an electric 


line, and, when this happens, the magn 


will be on the present skeptics. 

It is understood that the purchase 
price is in the neighborhood of $13,000, a 
small amount of which has been paid 
in cash. The remainder will be out- 
standing on a 6-per-cent.-interest_basis. 
The purchasers. are assuming their 
right to equip the line with electricity, 
under the provisions of city ordinance 
No. 191, which was passed January 23, 
1892, granting to George H. Rogers and 
his assigns a franchise for-an electric 
street railroad through certain streets 
of the city. 

One clause of said franchise reads: 
“The rights and privileges herein con- 
tained are hereby granted upon the ex- 
press condition that work upon said 
road for the purpose of causing the 
same to be completed and in operation, 
to be run by electricity, shall be com- 
menced within one year, and the said 
railroad shall be actually completed 
and in operation and run by electricity 
within two years from the date of the 
passage of this ordinance.’’ Another 
clause reads to the effect that if said 
work shall not be commenced within 
one year, as aforesaid, then the fran- 
chise shall be null and void, and abso- 
lutely forfeited. 

This, however, will probably cut no 
figure in the transaction, as one or two 
of the councilmen and several attor- 
neys have expressed an opinion to this 
effect. Supposing, for an instant, the 
same to be good law, as City Attorney 
Arthur claims it is, it would simply 
necessitate the passage of a similar 
“ordinance by Council, extending the 
time. and the sale of the privileges of 
the same to the highest bidder. 

Altogether, the chances are bright for 
the early completion and operation of 
an electric road from the Sierra Madres 
to the Pacific, via Pasadena.

Mr. Brown has given 
the subject considerable attention, and 
f& willing to deliver an address of an 
hour, which, as he modestly declares, 
if it doesn’t contain anything new or 
original, may serve to draw out some 
good ideas from others present. He 
desires that the representative citizens 
interest themselves in the subject, so 
that the meeting may be of practical 
results. There is no doubt but that 
plans would be adopted at such gather- 
ing whereby much money could be 
saved, or at least be much better ap- 
plied in the direction of improving the 
city streets and the county roads. 
Closely identified with this subject is 
that of the drainage of storm water, 
which is degerving of particular coh- 
Bideration at this time of year. 

PAVING Pi,OCELDINGS. 

Granting a continuance of the clear 
weather, the paving of Colorado street 
will be about completed inside of an- 
e*her ten days.

Price Found Marriage a 
Failure. 


One Year’s Experience Was Quite 
Enough. 


The Wife Wants Alimony from the 
Old Man. 


A Supreme Court Decision in a San Fran- 
cisco Case—Cases Submitted—Rou- © 
tine Work of the Depart- 
ments —New Suits. 


On a motion for alimony, Judge Shaw 
called up the case of Price vs. Price 
yesterday afternoon. The parties to the 
action are 56 and 75 years of age, re- 
spectively, the husband being the older. 
The queer part of the proceeding is 
that the couple have only been married 
for about one year. Price was par- 
alyzed and crippled when the marriage 
took place, and yesterday it required 
about five minutes for him to shuffle 
along in a tedious manner to the wit- 
ness-chair. He appeared generally de- 
crepit, but possessed the full power of 
his faculties, and gave distinct and ex- 
plicit replies to the queries put to him. 
The case Was altogether a pitiful one. 
Price said that he lived at Compton, 
where he owned a small tract of land. 
His present wife, the plaintiff in the 
case, had lived at his house for some 
years before he married her. She was 
a nurse at that time, and earned $10 a 
week. He thought that she was able- 


bodied. ‘“‘Anyhow,” he said, with child- 
like innocence, “she eats heartily 
enough.”’ 


The court asked the witness if he 
was paralyzed when he got married, a 
year ago, and Price said that he was. 
Judge Shaw then stated that he would 
refuse to grant the motion for alimony 
until he heard the evidence in the main 
cause, notwithstanding the plea of 
counsel for the plaintiff, for it was 
quite evident that the old man had all 
oy he could do to look out for him- 
self. 

A SAN FRANCIS:*O CASE. 

The Supreme Court yesterday ren- 
dered a decision in the case of Michael 
Carraher, respondent, vs. San Francisco 
Bridge Company. 

The action was one to recover dam- 
ages for a personal injury received by 
the plaintiff through the alleged negli- 
gence of the defendant. The cause was 
tried by a jury, a verdict of $1000 being 
rendered for plaintiff. The defendant 
appealed from this judgment, and the 
usual order denying a motion for a 
new trial. The case was, upon former 
appeal from a similar judgment, when 
it was reversed on the ground of error 
in instruction to the jury. 

The defendant: had a contract with 
the Board of Harbor Commirsioners to 
construct a section of the seawall on 
the water front at San _ Francisco, 
which, among other things, required the 
defendant to fill with sand and rocks 
a strip between the wall and shore: 
The rock was hauled from Telegraph 
Hill.» Cummings & Co. had a sub-con- 
tract with defendant to haul rock, or 
a portion of it, and employed the plain- 
tiff as one of the teamsters. While the 
plaintiff was returning with the horse 
and cart he was driving, afier having 
delivered a load of rock, he crossed a 
railroad track at a point where the 
latter ran along the water front. Acar 
of a sand train frightened his horse, 
and plaintiff was thrown out; breaking 
his wrist. 

The judgment of the lower tribunal 
finding for plaintiff is sustained by the 
Supreme Court. 

STILL ON. TRIAL. 

The case of robbery, in which Will- 
iam and Martin Devine and Clyde 
Sheets figure as defendants, was still 
on trial yesterday in Department One, 
before Judge Smith and a jury. The 
prosecution closed its side at 4 o'clock, 
and the first witness was called for the 
defense. Attorney McComas, in out- 
lining what he expected to prove, said 
that he would put on witnesses who 
would testify that the defendants wefe 
at places remote from the scene of the 
robbery, when Charley Fook was re- 
lieved of his $23 in coin. 

It is expected that the cause will 
be submitted to the jury and a verdict 
reached by this afternoon.
